The blast occurred shortly after 1 
p.m. on the ground floor shopping 
plaza of the Poyntons Building, po- 
fice said.

PRETORIA (AFP) ~ Nelson 
Mandela, South Africa’s most 
famous political prisoner, will re- 
ceive an unprecedented 70th 
birthday gift from the govern- 
ment on July 18 — a six-hour visit 
from his entire family.

Mr. Gaon, wiat is your reaction to reports that the 
extent of Koor's losses was inflated last year in an 
attempt to *‘clear the table’ and that the NIS 100 
million set aside in your financials statements for the 
costs of closing down various plants was actually 
Suite generous? 

figure of NIS 100m. is exactly what it cost us to 
telease 2,500) workers last year, and it will end up 
Saving us about $75m. this year in wages and sala- 
Ties. 

What is for sure is that we cannot afford last 
year's losses twice. And I think that everybody 
around — including our shareholders, the Histadrut, 
the workers, and the management -- is waking up to 
this reality. There are no more illusions. Reality 
means that we must live off of our own resources 
and that nobody can assist us. 

Correct. we are part of the Histadrut and its 
socialist ideology, but if you want to survive in this 
world, you have to behave in an economic way. ἵ 
think Koor arrived at this conclusion already last 
year, and that's why it spent NIS 100m. on closing 
up factories und laying off workers. So it has noth- 
ing to do with generous or not generous — it was the 
real figure that was spent. 


But why did the company's spending on wages 
imcrease so much last year, when you were actually 
culling back on manpower? 

We were faced with a problem. being a major 
exporter to the dollar blac. at a time when the 
dollar exchange rate has been frozen. We pay our 
wages and salaries in shekels, but our exports are 
paid for in dollars. so that while in shekel terms the 
wage companent may have risen substantially, in 
dollar terms the increase wasn’t that bad. because 
the dollar has been depreciating. 

Take Tadiran as an example. Its losses of $10m. 
on a turnover of 3800m. is not that bad. But 
translated into shekels, the figure is two to three 
times greater. : 


One of the main objective of Koor’s turnaround 
programme is selling off assets. Given your current 
financial situation, how cheap are you willing to 
sell? 
We are certainly not having an end-of-season sale 
here. Being a salesman myself, [ know that to sell 
something you need two things — the commodity or 
merchandise to sell and the customer. So first we 
have to define exactly which areas we want to phase 
out and for which areas we are looking for partners. 
Alf told, the probiem is that we want to reduce our 
equity by about $100m.. but we are looking for 
partners who can contribute something to Koor, 
which means that if tomorrow we find a foreign 
investor who wants to buy 50 per cent in a certain 
company and who can can promise us a market for 
our goods, then we would be willing to sell. 

But there are also companies we own and want to 
sell, but have no customers for. 1 would welcome 


anyone wanting to buy Yuval Gad. And Alliance -- 
that I'm willing to give you free of charge. But 
nobody wants these companies. That's the point. 
So. since we are not having an end-of-season sales, 
we have to look for the right time, the right com- 

* modity, the right customer, and the right partner. 

* What we are doing now is basically setting up our 
cash flow for the coming six months. As far as I can 
seen now. after having sold off 50 per cent of our 
shares in Tambour. we are okay for the coming 
month, 


How much did you get for it? 

Eight million dollars. So forecasting ahead for the 
coming six months, since we have the support of all 
our foreign and Israeli banks. we can manage and 
maneuver without any risk and without any need to 
sell anything more than those companies that are 
really bleeding. So far. not one single bank has 
reduced our credit line. because they have seen our 
tumaround programme and we report every step 
we take to them. 


With regard to the banks, you stressed the same 
point on Monday, when you presented the compa- 
uy’s results. Has anybody been putting pressure on 
you? Ν 

No. But because of all the rumours that have been 
spread. I fee) that it is one of my main objectives 
loday to stress over and over that Koor has a paid 
up capital of $6t0m. and no reduction whatsoever 
in its credit lines. It is very important that [ stress 
Koor's financial credibility. and that is why I am 
putting this so strongly. If one single bank reduces 
ours credit line. it can create a snowball effect. and I 
won't have control anymore. 

Understand that I am in a very delicate situation 
today. $25thm. is an carthquake -- just count it: one 
dollar, two dollars. three dollars, 250 million times. 
See how long it takes. This is the first time that 
something like this has happened in this country. 
But neither [sract nor the Histadrut can afford to 
fuse Koor. So in order to execute the turnaround 
programme, keeping an eve on our cash flow must 
be my first objective, because if something happens 
to it, we are Jost.

business history of the equivalent of $250 million for Koor in 1987, a touch of 
genius can certainly be used at the top of the Histadrut's industrial flagship. 
Only six weeks into the job, Gaon has launched a whiriwind turnaround pro- 
gramme that entails sacrificing a number of the Histadrut’s sacred cows. By the 
end of this year, Koor will have shut down numerous plants, firing thousands of 


workers in the process. 


A few days after presenting Koor’s horrendous 1987 results, Gaon spoke of his 
hopes and convictions for the company in a wide-ranging interview with Judy 


Maltz and Jeff Black. 


How did you manage to convince Koor’s foreign 
banks that you will actually succeed in turning 
around the company? 

Look, we didu‘t invent the wheel. This has hap- 
pened before to many companies around the 
world. When you go to bankers. who are always 
worriers, and say “this is what I intend to do: just 
give me a chance™ - they wil first want to know if 
the man who is leading the company is credible. 
Secondly, they want to be absolutely sure that 
major changes are taking place. So 1 told them how 
in the last six months we dismissed 2.500 people 
and closed 10 factories. and 1 also explained to 
them the whole Alliance phenomenon -- that this 
was the first time in Israel that a Histadrut enter- 
prise took one of its subsidiaries to the receiver. 
This is the way of pure capitalism, not the Hista- 
drut. 

You see, I don’t care what is done with dividends 
once we start making profits. Let them distribute it 
to all sorts of socialist institutions. But first you 
have to have the beef. 


Were any of the features of your turnaround pro- 
granune included in the demands of vour bankers? 
No. Ail they wanted was a clear definition of where 
we are going, a timetable. and our projected results 
for the first six months of this year and for the 
entire year. We told them that we expect our 1988 
losses to total $90m. Besides, they also realize that 
we have no choice, that this is a “life-and-death” 
situation. 


On the subject of banks, you've said that you would 
like to weaken Koor’s clearing-house system with 
This is again part of learning the lessons of the past. 
During the days of hyperinflation, Israel businesses 
were very financially oriented, which means that it 
didn't matter what they sold or produced. So long 
as they had money, it could generate one percent a 
day just sitting in the bank. 

For years, Koor's financial division was a profit 
centre in its own right. Just take the company’s 
balance sheet for 1986. which shows that the in- 
come from financial transactions totalled $100m.. 
while losses from industrial activities came to the 
same amount. 

When you are talking about an industrial group — 
and Koor is Koor Industries - something is very 
wrong here. What would happen was that if a 
manager ran up losses in one of our companies. he 
‘was not responsible for financing them. Ail he had 
to do was come to the clearing system and say: I've 
lost such and such amount of money: can you lend 
it to me? he came to the clearing system and said 
listen. If the companies are making money. they 
can repay you, but once they are losing money, 
how are they going to pay you back? So this tumed 
into a one-way clearing system: money was taken 
out, but none was put back in. You have the option 
that they will repay you; but if they are making 
losses, who is going to repay vou? 


Virtually alt of Koor's 300 subsidiaries are now in 
the red, and you've stressed over and over that you 
don't intend to pnt one agora more into Alliance and 
various other companies. Wiil this hold true for all 
your loss-making holdings, or are there some you 
will be willing to help? 

First of ali, 1 don't have any money, so it’s all 
theoretical. But. in principle. we are prepared to 
assist a company if there is a way of restructuriag it 
and geueratiag its recovery. But if it is a dead duck, 
then we will simply note it as “R.I.P. ~ Rest in 
peace” and not put an agora into it. 


Could vou give us some examples? . 
Yuval Gad ~ no way: it's a loss of $20m. Tagal - 2 
Joss of $22m. - also no way. πὸ way in the world. 


And what companies would you be willing to assist? 
Merkavim. our bus company. for exampie. which 
just got an order and now has some hope. Soitam as 
well, which just won a major coatract with with 
Martin-Marietta in the U.S. for mortars. There is ἃ 
chance, so it’s better to wait. For other companies. 
like Makhteshim chemicals, it’s a matter of stream- 
lining and finding new markets. 


It seems that Koor is pinning a lot of hope both on 
Soltam's contract and the tender recently won by 
Tadiran and General Dynamics to suppty the U.S. 
Army with radios. But neither of these companies 
will see mach money from these two contracts for 
Some time to come. 

The fact that Sottam and Tadiran won important 
U.S. Army tenders and have relationships wi 
firms like General Dynamics and Martin-Mari 
is what's important. We are now buildi=g 2 fectory 
in Tallahassee. Florida with Genera! Dynamics to

produce the radios - that means hope. Of course, 
we'd like to see money now, but at least the first 
steps have been taken. And other countries will 
undoubtedly show more interest in our companies. 
In fact. Tadiran has already been approached by 
the Canadian government. which heard about the 
U.S. Anny contract. 


But in the tonger term, your recovery programme 
does not envision electronics as an area of growth. 
Suprisingly. it is the food industry that you have 
pinpointed as the main area of Koor's future 
growth. How do you explain that? . 

One of Koor’s main problems was that it was 
always a supermarket of industries. Anything that 
was available we bought in order to increase our 
volume. J personally don’t give a damn if we rank 
oumber 186 in Fortune magazine instead of number 
257. The important thing is to be profitable. Look- 
ing at the various areas we are involved in, we have 
simply reached a saturation point in electronics, 
especially military electronics and communica- 
tions. We have here the capabilities that can fill all 
the needs of China, Russia. and the U.S. 

What we have in mind is to increase our activities 
in three main areas: Chemicals — primarily agriche- 
micals and pharmaceuticals; food — because we 
have the advantage of having the raw materials 
here, which are agricultural crops: and consumer 
services, like housing materials. car hiring, and 
tourism - why not? 


Your recovery programme speaks about ἃ ΠΕ mar- 
keting orientation at Koor. Where do you have the 
money to invest in marketing facilities? 
As I've said all along. the time has come for the 
marketing people. One of the main problems in 
Israel is that we know high tech, we know industry. 
we have Jewish brains and technology — but we lack 
commercial minds. Using our given infrastructure, 
Koor has an industrial capability that can easily 
generate 30 per cent more in sales without anv need 
for additional human resources or machines. The 
problem is how do you sell 30 per cent more. 
Just look at the food industry: Israel sells $100m. 
worth of food in the U.S.. which is equivalent τὸ 
sales alone to Marks & Spencer in London. Here 
fies our problem: we don’t know how to sell food in 
the U.S. I don’t want to send two Israelis to sit in aa 
office in the U.S. and promote our sales. The hell 
with it: I'm not going to teach the Americans how 
to sell. So let's hire an American to sell for us. And 
for that. [ don’t need money - I just need a new 
Orientation. 


On the subject of selling to the U.S.. the weakening 
of the dollar and the resulting fall in export profit- 
ebility this year was a key contributor to Koor's 
tremendous fosses. Do you believe that a devalua- 
tion is necessary. 

Well, its theoretical. it depends when, because we 
must face reality: elections are coming up and there 
is a need for stability in the economy. Of course. a 
devaluation would beip our export. but [ cannot 
plan my workiag pragramme around it. 


But as helpful 25 a devaluation would be for your 
exports, it would also mean 2 further cut into the 
purchasing power of wages. 

Absolutely. And that is the main problem. 


On Monday. you said something very significant: 


Koor cannot afford to buy industrial peace any ἢ 


more and that the days of laying off workers and 
giving them 
closing factories? 
There are three wavs: for the various companies for 
which there is still hope — if they decide to let 
people go and can afford to pay compensation of 
around 200-250 per cent, then God bless them. It’s 
up to the managers to decide. 


The second method is labour mobility, which 


means releasing 20 or 30 workers from one factory 
and putting them in a different company within the 
Koor group. If they don’t want to do this, then that 
is their problem. 


This is quite revolutionary. : 
This is a revolution. There's no other way. Compa- 
nies that have no bope can either sell their assets to 
pay the compensation payments or they can just 
offer the 100 per cent compensation laid down by 
law. I don’t have more. The workers can raise hell 
and do whatever they want ~ I don't have the 
money. It's as simple as that, though I know it will 
create ἃ lot of problems in the country. Look at 
Migdal Ha’emek and the Beged Or factory. Look 
at Yuval Gad, where the workers just imprisoned 
the manager. It’s 81} over. It's the end. 

I think one of the problems we faced in this 
country was that we were living beyond our means. 
The workers can tell me they won't accept this, but 
when they say that, they have to tell me a couple of 
other things: where the money is coming from and 
when. 


You have stressed that Koor needs to be credible, 
bat the company is stil] very noch aligned with the 
Histadrat, an organization that has lost a lot of 
credibifity recently. Look at Alliance: the workers

They took it to 
the recciver, who said he doesn’t t it. 

The workers then began shouting -- they thought 
they couid cancel the receiver by aggression, but it 
didn’t help. and on Tuesday the Hadera Labour 
Council signed an with the receiver.

THE TERM “terrorist organization” appears both in 
the Penal Law and in the Prevention of Terrorism 
Ordinance. There are, however, differences between 
the Jaws. : 

‘Under section 91b of the Penal Law, a “terrorist 


organization” is ‘an organization aiming at, or work- - 


ing for, the downfall of the state, or the impairment of 
its-security or that of its inhabitants, or the infliction of 
harm ‘on Jews in other countries.” 

While this definition is fairly wide, and would seem 
to include any criminal organization whose actions are 
directed towards harming the security of inhabitants of 
the state, it is an objective definition. This means that 
the claim that a given organization is a terrorist organi- 
zation must be proved in court. 

The courts have taken the view that the Palestine 
Charter, which calls for the dismantling of the State of 
Israe] and the continuation of the armed struggle 
against it, is evidence of the fact that the PLO is a 
terrorist organization.

The impressions of a reservist, 


LOUIS RAPOPORT, on serving 
30 days in Jabalya, in the Gaza Strip 


NO, THE ISRAEL! army has not 
been Nazified, as many journalists 
would have it. Nor is it crumbling 
under psychological stress, ἃς the 
concerned, humanistic psycholo- 
gists appear to believe. A big lie is 
being propagated by people on the 


. left who want more than anything 


for Israel to withdraw immediately 
the conquered territories, and 
who don’t mind being devious in 
order to achieve their aims. 
Although I share that desire fora 
pullout, I don’t like the distortions, 
the attacks on the IDF, any more 
than I like the lies of the Gush 
Emunim people, who have been 
trying for years to make the army 
the scapegoat, long before the crim- 
inal negligence exhibited at Beita. 
Thave just spent 30 days in Jaba- 
lya, Gaza, where the intifada be- 
gan, a horrible place that has be- 
come the symbol of the Palestinian 
war effort. 
I saw hundreds of army men “in 
action” -- regular army and Border 
Police and paratroopers and pot- 


bellied, 40-year-old reservists — and ' 


although I am among those who 
hope for an immediate territorial 
settlement along the lines of the 
Allon Plan, I was shocked by what I 
now believe are the news media's 
distortions, and the’ criticism of an 
army that remains one of the most 
decent in the world. - 

. με were under frequent attack, 
not by nine-month-old babies 
throwing pebbles but by men hurl- 
ing Molotov cocktails, building 
blocks, bombs. The Khomeini-like 
frenzied Moslem hysteria I wit- 
nessed daily was more disturbing to 

«ime.than the rough treatment some- 
Stimaes - accorded to assailants cap- 
«tured in the act. The worst beati 

-I saw were not by Israeli soldiers 
against Palestinians, but by Pales- 
tinjans against their own le 
who “collaborated” by expressing 
Opposition to the uprising. 


1 RODE IN the back of the small, 
open jeep as Roni, the captain of 
our “Company A," roared down a 


sandy side street in pestilential Ja-- 


balya, pursuing a mob of stone- 
throwers. 


He tore through a 20-metre-long, 
‘putrid-smelling puddle in this rat- 
Infested Gaza refugee camp, a 
teeming hellhole, generally regard- 
ed as being the most violent and 
nightmarish place in the territories. 

Spent silver gas-candles and 
black gas-grenades, Palestinian and 
Islamic flags and black mourning 
banners (for Abu Jihad), and as- 
sorted junk tied to a rock had been 
lobbed up to the electric and tele- 
phone wires and dangled above the 
streets. The voodoo look is cultivat- 
ed, and adds to the ominous 
atmosphere. 

The jeep parted the waters of the 
big puddle, splashing both sides of 
the shantytown street and rising in a 
fine spray into the air, imploding 
back down on us. Liquified excre- 
ment from the open sewage - and 
we were covered in it. It seemed to 
be a perfect commentary. It was 
also the only time I had ever seen 
“our captain, a grim young ex-para- 
trooper, crack a smile, 


CERTAINLY, THERE had not 
been much to laugh about since the 
first day Company A moved into 
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the fortified police post (I called it 
“Fort Apache”) in the centre of this 
densely populated square mile 
(60,000 people, about six to a 
Toom). 

That first day, two Palestinians 
were killed as we were attacked by 
frenzied mobs whipped up by Mos- 
fem fundamentalists and PLO na- 
tionalists alike. The “natives” test. 
each new reserve unit on their first 
day, and our somewhat panicky re- 
actions were duly noted. They 
could see that part of our company 


~ the pot-bellied men pushing 40 or_. 


even 50 -- were not like the para- 
trooper reservists we were replac- 
ing. Stones and rocks rained down 
on us, and sometimes it was a truly 
terrifying rain. 

“Ya Maniak!” the Arabs yelled 
at a soldier looking out from Fort 
Apache. “If you're a man come out 
here without your gun,” one said in 
fluent Hebrew — 40 per cent of Ga- 
za’s men commute to work in 
Israel. 

Taunting is constant, though πὸ 
reservist or regular-army soldier 
seems to take it personally, and 
words are not what bring the sol- 
diers out. The officers respond only 
to the erection. of burning barri- 
cades across the road, or large 
groups of youths stoning Israeli 
vehicles. 

The defiant youths encourage the 
chase, the cat-and-mouse game. 
They have {aid traps all around-on 
one occasion, a bomb planted in 
waiting for the arrival of our patrol. 

They lay traps for the big tyres of 
the army vehicles: nails hammered 
into tarmac, with the heads cut off: 


- nails embedded in a discarded san- 


dal; nails-in a crushed plastic soft- 
drink bottle; nails along a strip of 
wood; nails in an orange. We had 
50 flat tyres every day -- 1,500 in our 
30 days. It does tie things up. But 
like ‘everything else, our men got 
used to it ~ prevailing conditions. 


OUR ADOBE-LIKE fort — really 
just a police post — was manned by 
four soldiers and a few policemen 
on the December day in 1987 when 
the intifada began right here, after 
four local people were killed in an 
auto accident at the Jabalya inter- 
section (near the entrance to the 
village and camp area, and five ki- 
lometres from Gaza city). The ru- 
mour swept the camp that the Israe- 
lis had murdered the four. That 
falsehood, along with the successful 
attack a week earlier by a single 
Palestinian glider pilot on an army 
post in the north, triggered the 
uprising. 

Prime Minister Shamir was ridi- 
culed by great thinkers, who 
scoffed at the notion that the glider 
attack had anything to do with the 
uprising — even though the Palestin- 
ians in Gaza were chanting “Six to 
one, six to one,” about the ratio of 
Palestinian to Israeli deaths in that 
attack. 

The scores of men in the reserve 
company I serve with and the hun- 
dreds in our battalion, like the doz- 
ens of paratroopers, other regular 
army and Border Police units who 
also patrol Jabalya, are portrayed 
by the Israeli and world news media 
as part of a Goliath machine versus 
little David with his puny stones. 

ven our great king becomes a 

alestinian in the relentless coop- 
tion of Jewish history.) 

The restless refugee people im- 
mersed in a nationalist war are 
called protesters, and compared to 
the followers of Martin Luther King 
and Gandhi, or the peaceful Rus-* 
sian peasants who marched on the 
czar’s Winter Palace. We're the Na- 
zis. shooting out the eyes of nine- 
month-old babies. (Our battalion 
had 25 injuries. four men hospital- 
ized, but such information is rarely 
reported.) 


THE TRUTH IS that the typical 
Israeli soldiers are -- obviously, with 
ἃ number of exceptioris — restrained 
and moral men who are under πο 
quent attack by people who openly 
yell, “Death to the Jews!” and who 
punctuate their chants by throwing 
Molotov cocktails and pipe bombs. 
and lethal cinderblocks from the 
toofs. Not just stones and iron bars. 
Nat “We Shall Overcome.” 

I saw with my own eyes (and 
through powerful binoculars) how 
grown men send children to the 
“front,” pulling the strings from be- 
hind, quite willing to sacrifice oth- 
ers, knowing that the nine-month- 
old baby who loses an eye to a 
Tubber bullet will make headlines 
around the world, and that no one 
will question the responsibility of 
the infant's mother, or of the Pales- 
tinians who' actually invite such 
incidents. 

No one will mention the hysteri- 
cal religious fanatics in the refugee- 
camp schools who preach holy war

As was recently pointed out in a 
letter to The Jerusalem Post, the 
founder of the Arab Legion, Sir 
John Glubb, noted in his book 
about events in the 1950s, A Soldier 
of the Arabs, that “when the 
schoolmasters received the word 
from the extremist politicians, they 
turned all the children into the 


Streets. On some occasions, the © 


teachers had written on pieces of 
paper the slogans which the chil- 
dren were to call out. A mass of 
children, shouting and singing, 
waving flags and throwing stones, 
blocked the traffic. It was difficult 
for the [Jordanian] police to dis- 
perse the crowds of big girls or even 
little boys and girls... When suffi- 
cient confusion had been created, 
the roughs took over the riot.” 

The method, over 30 years later, 
remains the same. 

The mother of one of the two 
nine-month-old babies who lost 
eyes in two separate incidents in 
Jabalya:in, May and June. proudly 
ress that -her 
daughter would become ‘the 
Moshe’ Dayan of the Palestinian 
revolution.” 

One Jabalya father told us frank- 
ly that he was prepared to sacrifice 
a couple of his nine children, be- 
cause there “is no other hope,” and 
the PLO will compensate all 


martyrs. 


MANY OF OUR soldiers felt that 
their hands were tied. They were 
told that they would face imprison- 
ment if they used live ammunition 
against stone throwers when it 
wasn't a life-or-death situation. 
Even the use of rubber bullets and 
tear gas was strictly controlled. 
though again, there were cases 
when a newcomer to a patrol didn't 
hear that day's orders, or someone 
loosely interpreted the “immediate 
danger to life” rule. 

Accidents happened, or misjudg- 
ments — as when tear gas was fired 
into a closed housing compound. 
One of our men, an ex-convict from 
Russia (not a prisoner-of-Zion 
type), fashioned a Molotov cocktail 
of his own, and might have thrown 
it if an officer hadn't heard about it 
and taken it away from him. 

But I doubt whether any other 
army in the world, or any police 
force, would act with more restraint 
than the Israelis have acted;, and 
the 191 Arab fatalities in six months 


of the popular, violent uprising isa . 


remarkably low figure, given the 
scale of the revolt. 

In Jabalya, this stronghold of the 
Khomeini-like Moslem fundamen- 
talist revolution, I did witness some 
instances of Israeli brutality during 
the nionth of Ramadan. But the 
worst beating I saw was the face of 
an old man (a “collaborator” be- 
cause he tried to stop his children 
from stoning soldiers), which had 
been mashed into a bloody ham- 
burger by the young men who stage 
the daily disturbances. 

With the help of one of his sons. 
he crawled to us for help. “The 
Jews are better than our own peo- 
ple,” he cried bitterly to bis son, 
“You throw stones at them, but it 
wasn't the Jews who did this to 
me.” 

I saw several of our soldiers stop 
hotheaded fellow Israelis from hit- 
ting bound and blindfolded prison- 
ers. The kibbutzniks were the best 
about this -- they simply would not 
allow it. 

The worst incident [ witnessed 
Was when a Strapping corporal with 
a sadistic grin threw a blindfolded, 
bound prisoner into the grille of ἃ 
truck parked just outside the “An- 
sar 2” prison compound in Gaza. 

But even that was not so bad. I 
have experienced a worse beating 
by San Francisco police for simply 
being in the vicinity of a peaceful 
demonstration (by people who 
Were demanding an end to war, and 
who were not’ throwing bombs or 
big rocks, or anything else), 

Yet here I find myself - a past 
supporter of Journalists for Ammes- 
ty International (during fascist rule 
in Argentina), an anti-Viernam 
War activist of the 1960s -- condon- 
ing a certain amount of beating, 


ing is really secondary in impor- 
tance to the big question of whether 
“Land for Peace” is a realistic 
option. 


I FOUND THAT many of the left- 
wing or left-centre reservists in my 
unit, who believe as I do that we 
must arrive at a territorial compro- 
mise with the Palestinians, had no 
“psychological problems” about ar- 
resting suspects or pursuing people 
whose aim is to kill or maim as 
many Israelis as possible. 

Yet one reads frequently in the 
Israeli news media that hundreds of 
Israeli psychologists are alarmed 
about the growing risks to the coun- 
try’s mental health, that it’s not the 
same army that it used to be, that 
the army's actions are “inhuman.” 

In contrast, one simply does not 
See praise for the army, or for the 


brutalizers of children and freedom 
fighters. 

Anyone who even questions this - 
position is deemed a fascist, or an 
obscurantist Jewish religious fanat- 
ic, or ἃ supporter of intransigent 
Yitzhak Shamir. The journalists 
have constantly expressed outrage 
over the more than 190 Palestinian 
dead. 

The Washington Post, which in - 
1942 almost totally ignored the sys- 
tematic extermination of millions of 
Jews, has run 300,000 words about 
the intifada. Some of these stories 
are extremely important ~ Glenn 
Frankel’s report about the effects of 
tear gas used to quel] the distur- 
bances was basically fair-minded 
and of crucial importance to those 
who use the weapons, as well as to 
the targets of those weapons. 

But all of the reporters (perhaps 
there are a handful of exceptions

But we ail felt that 
the media distortions were im- 
mense, and as sinister as the now- 
famous instances of very real Israeli 
abuses (such as the beating of two 
detainees, filmed by Israeli CBS 
cameramen). 

On our last day of service, the 
colonel in charge of our battalion 
and three others in Gaza ranted 
against the Israeli media. He told us 
they cut and distorted; how they 
made it seem like powerful Israeli 
fascists versus the nine-month-old 
baby who lost an eye. He cited ex- 
amples of Israeli journalists who 
tapped into the army internal radio 
network for scoops, or who imper- 
sonated army officers in order to 
obtain information from secretaries 
at military headquarters in Gaza.

ONE OF THE many foreign corre- 
spondents in Israel is a very solid 
young American who unfortunately 
knows or cares little about the 
deeper background to the Jewish- 
Arab conflict. He believes that the 
root of the whole problem is Israel's 
presence in the territories, and that 
if the troops would only refrain 
from. responding to every tyre-bur- 
ing and barricade, and withdraw to 
the periphery, the casualty rate, at 
least, scones go down to a more 
acceptable level. 

In Jabalya; I found that there was 
constant debate about this point 
among the soldiers and the officers; 
but the view that prevailed, and 
which I came to subscribe to, is that 
there can be no “withdrawal” in the 
face οὗ violence. Every incident 
must be responded to, or there will 
be 10 such incidents within minutes. 

These territories were the price 
paid by the Arabs for constant war 
against Israel. They can't get the 
land back by burning tyres, or burn- 
ing down forests in Israel proper, or 
becoming the darlings of the world 
media. Israel will not be so easily 
defeated. 

Furthermore, there are large 


pay lip-service to the uprising, but 
who want to live under Israeli sov- 
ereignty, and who know that a Leb- 
anon-style bloodbath will be the 
first fruit of a Palestinian state. 

I watched three-year-old and 
five-year-old Jabalya kids Stoning 
cars with local Gaza licence plates 
and demanding “protection mon- 
ey” from the drivers (who eventual- 
ly chased them away and cleared 
the road of the peanut-version of 
revolutionaries we all frequently 
faced). 

Why should our enemies be re- 
warded? Should the territories be 
conceded because of the ongoing 
violence? 


THOSE PALESTINIANS who, a 
few months ago, beamed with the 
glow of victory and revolution in’ 
the streets. now know that Israelis 


. afé going to be more hard-nosed 


than ever about making territorial 
concessions, and that the intifada is 
being slowly but surely suppressed. 

‘The Palestinian euphona is over. 


‘And some of the myths about the 


uprising’s moral and political costs 
to Israel are also dissipating. 

Our chief of the general staff, 
Dan Shomron, announced a few 
months ago that every able-bodied 
Israeli male between the ages of 22 
and 50 would be spending 62 days 
in the army reserves this year, in- 
stead of the usuaj 35-40 days, and- 
that this was the price for holding 
on to the territories. 

- My own feeling at the time was 
that this would swell the numbers of 
Israelis who will vote for Labour, 
the party willing to trade land for 


peace, and I was heartened. 

What f found in Gaza was that 
‘none of the soldiers, delat 
days of being up against i- 
ties of Jabaliya, had changed their 
political views, but that all were 
prepared to do what must be done 
to break the intifada. 3 

The spirit among members of this 
battalion, whose average age is 
about 35, has not been bigher in 
years — it appeared to me to be akin 
to wartime. Our three young lieu- 
tenants, who ranged from an ex- 
tremely cautious man to a slightly 
reckless daredevil, were all superb: - 
honest, straight, courageous, tough 
but compassionate, businesslike. 

When I thought of the newspaper 
articles I had read about the “psy- 
chological traumas” ing just 
about every. soldier in the army, 
and the “dangerous co: Juences 
of the renewed Violence” ta Israeli 
society, it seemed to me that the 
psychologists — some of whom are 
pouring into Arab villages in the 
West Bank to show the Palestinians 
that now, all Israelis are red-eyed 
fanatic settlers -- and the newspeo- 
ple who showcase them, are simply 
wishful thinkers, at best. 


MY OWN FEELING is that places 
like Jabalya are unacceptable to the 
buman spirit; that they are festering 
wounds that must be eliminated.

“Have you ever tried sitting in- 
doors during a July night in Jaffa?" 
asked artistic director Yossi Mar- 
Haim in explaining the decision of 
the Tel Aviv Manicipality to hold 
the “Jaffa Nights” festival outdoors. 
“The night air is warm and balmy 
and the view is spectacular — a per- 
fect backdrop for masic and dance.” 

The week-long celebration, which 
begins tomorrow evening, will be 
held “in the streets and alleys; we're 
even building outdoor stages,” said 
Tounicipality public relations direc- 
tor Moshe Medan. “All of the out- 
door performances are free.” 

In addition to the major .attrac- 
tions such as Yeroham Gaon, 
Shlomo Gronich and the Israel 
Chamber Orchestra, Si Hi-Man, 
Ehud Banai and the Rina Schenfeld 
Dance Theatre, a significant part of 
the festival will be dedicated to folk 
music from Israel and abroad. There 
will be concerts of flamenco, Mexi- 
can and Greek music, “some of 
which bas never been performed 
here before,” Medan said. 

Making their Israeti debut are the 
Mariachi de America group, an en- 
semble of trumpets, guitars and vio- 
lin that plays Mexican folk music 
“that reminds you of the back- 
ground music in cowboy movies,” 
said Mar-Haim. “It’s very upbeat 
and spirited.” 

Perhaps the high point of the eth- 


nic past of the festival will be rembe- 
fico, or Greek protest music.

(Welcome to Wales) says the siga 
on the highway in a language that apparently means what it 
says, judging by the friendliness that greets the visitor -- as 
happened in a meeting with women who run farm guest- 
houses in central Wales. 

We, a group of Israeli journalists. had gone to Wales on a 
four-day tour sponsored by the British Tourist Authority and 
British Airways, and had arrived at the Tudor-fronted streets 


in the market town of Rhayader, on the River Wye, on a grey. 


end-of-April day. We were introduced to three farmer-wom- 
en and a town resident who were te accommodate our party 
of 10 overnight. 

The farms lie a few miles from Rhayader through hedge- 
rowed lanes, and the houses are very different in character 
and age but have a warm comfort in common. - 

Part of the stone house in which three of us stayed, Beili 
Neuadd, dates back to the 16th century but has been tasteful- 
ly renovated, with central heating, log fires, pleasant guest 

_ fooms and ἃ commodious bath with steaming water. The 
carpeting is wall-to-wal] and solid furniture and copper bric- 
a-brac add to the atmosphere of restfulness. 

And outside, as the sun came streaming through the bed- 
room window next moming, the view encompassed a large 
pool, beds of daffodils and trees stretching along the grass 
carpet to the nearby hills where the sheep, the mainstay of 
the Welsh farm economy, await whatever may befall. 

The geese wandering around the pool, we were told by our 
hostess, Mrs. Ann Edwards, are excellent “watchdogs. She

THE FARM HOUSES provide breakfast, other meals for 


those who wish, and in many cases home-baked bread and. 


produce from the garden. 

Most mid-Wales guest farmhouses — there are a great 
gumber — are closed for the four hard months of winter. The 
sea, to the west, is never more than an hour or two away by 
car. An average price for bed and breakfast is £9 a night. 

We had ἃ lesson in Welsh ~ we heard only little of the 
language during our stay — from a woman who runs Dyffryn 
Farm, which has three guest bedrooms with private bath- 
rooms, tea and coffee-making facilities, a beamed sitting 
room with open fire and “lots of books, pictures, magazines 
and a TV.” 

Tt also has a self-catering flat with good views of the rich 
countryside. 

This first Welsh lesson was confined to basic pronunciation 
and was given, not very strictly, during ἃ meal with roast 
lamb, Welsh salmon and good wine on the menu.

The dinner with the lady farmers was at what was once a 


Victorian workhouse at Rhayader, now converted into the 
Brynafon Country House and offering a choice of self-cater- 
ing or serviced apartments and excellent food. 

The charge for apartments at Brynafon varies according to 
size and season. One with room for four. people costs be- 
tween £90 and £130 a week. All have heating and colour TV. 
As an alternative to self-catering the restaurant provides such 
dishes as Welsh lamb kebab and vegetarian lasagna, at about 
53 each, as well as more elaborate meals. 


The atmosphere in the old workhouse is free and friendly, 
set by the good-natured young couple, Andrea and Allison 
‘Gallagher, who decided a few years ago to get away from it 
all in London and settle in Rhayader. 


WE HAD REACHED Rhayader through wooded hill coun- 
try from Hay-on-Wye, to the south, a leading world centre 
for second-hand and antiquarian books. ‘The town's popula- 
tion, 700 in the 18th century, has risen to only about 12.000, 
and the rambling streets and white-fronted Tudor-style build- 
ings make strolling a pleasant experience. 4 
Hay-on-Wye has about 30 bookshops — but still no super- 
market -- the biggest of them owned by Richard Booth, scion 
of an established local family; he decided to set up his 
business in the town after going down from Oxford in 1963. 


Locals attribute the rise in Hay's fortune from a dying - 


market town fo a bustling centre to the initiative and industry 
of Booth. 

Among the all-embracing selection of around three-quar- 
ters of a million books in Booth’s main shop are five shelves 
on the Napoleonic wars (making about 25U books), and.also 
five shelves on cricket and angling.

“In all their long history,” writes 
the renowned Christian historian of 
religion Robert Trevors Herford, 
“the Jewish people have done 
scarcely anything more wonderful 
ἣ to create the synagogue.

homily, or d’rasha expounding on 
the scriptural reading, became an 

integral part of prayer itself and 
served to instract and enlighten the 
people in the truths of Tora. The 
charitable activities of the communi- 
ty were directed from the syna- 
gogue, as was mediation in legal dis- 
putes. Synagogue activities included 
the teaching of children as well as 
taking care of wayfarers. The syna~ 
gogue bustled with life all week 
long, but especially so on the Sab- 
bath resounding with prayer and 
study. Josephus mentioned shabba- 
ion as one of the Greek epithets for 
the synagogue (Antiquities 16, 6:2) 
and in Syriac the synagogue is, re- 
ferred to as the bei shabta d’yehy- 
daya “the Jewish Sabbath home.” 

The earlier division between beit 
haknesset and beit hamidrash, with 
few exceptions, almost disappeared 
in the course of time. Without mini- 
mizing the value of a synagogue as a 
place of prayer, I personally find it 
hard to feel.at home in a synagogue 
where people come to daven only, 
or where there are no stuffed book- 
eases, books of all ‘kinds and not 
only prayerbooks, lined up along 
the walls. 

Most Ashkenazi Jews refer to the 
synagogue as to “the shul.” One can 
still hear this expression even today 
among Engli aking Jews who 
speak of “going to shul on shab- 
bos.” However, most of those who 
use this expression are probably un- 
aware that what they are, in fact, 
saying is that ae roca are ποῖα fo

The triumph of Israel’s 
economic perestroika 


ALL KOOR’S SORES have oozed their pus out 

in public this week. It was more than just another 

Company announcing losses. It was a symbolic ad- 
mission that the bureaucratic etatist system has 
gone bankrupt — a direct result of the miraculous 
economic stabilization programme launched exact- 
ly three years ago. 

For Israel, perestroika started in July 1985, some 
months ahead of the Soviet Union. Nevertheless, 
Hevrat Ovdim and the rest of the Histadrut’s eco- 
nomic enterprises realized only this week that far- 
reaching economic changes are long overdue. Now 
Koor has been forced to wash its dirty laundry in 
public. The newly-appointed managing director, 
Benny Gaon, even emphasized this week that the 
company’s new goal is to be a source of profit for 
the Histadrut's economic branch, rather than creat- 
ing jobs at any price. Gaon said he has the support 

: Of the Histadrut leadership, but it seems he also 
, heeds some luck -- the same kind which ensured the 
success of the economic stabilization programme. 

The turbulent decade that preceded stabilization 
brought many distortions, among them the emer- 
gence of those “financial wizards” who specialized 
in wheeling and dealing and knew how to take 
advantage of inflation. That decade is now gone. It 
could not survive the success of the stabilization 
programme. Firms and people are now required to 
act more rationally, The name of the game is now 
producing and marketing rather than rapid finan- 
Cial transactions based on quick turnover. 


ALL OVER. THE WORLD, economists are look- 
ing closely at the Israeli example, trying to find out 
how Israel brought its inflation down. They are also 
trying to figure out bow the economy reacted to the 
success of the plan, and what price every sector had 


to pay. 

Courage. wisdom and an intimate knowledge of 
the Israeli economy were called for in dealing with 
the chaotic conditions prevalent on the eve of the 
economic stabilization plan. But a large amount of 
luck was also badly needed. 

Fortunately for the Israeli economy, all these 
elements were present in 1985 and to a large extent 
they continue making their presence felt to this 


IT IS COMMON knowledge that, 
even though the Israeli economy is 
not in a full-blown crisis, it is in 
trouble. 

And, given the country's econom- 
ic policies and structure, it will re- 
main tottering at the edge of a preci- 
pice, ready to be knocked inte it by 
the slightest economic ill-wind. To 
verify these rather harsh observa- 

, tions, we don't need a long listing of 
boring economic statistics. All we 
have to do is reflect on the fact that 
the State of Israel can no longer 
attract immigrants. To address the 
probiem, the government has 

a draconian interventionist 
decree that will require emigrating 

Soviet Jews to “drop by Tel Aviv 

and say hello.” 

There must be a better way. 

To find it, we will go to a rather 
unexpected location, New Zealand. 

It is a country of 3.2 million inhabit- 

ants, who occupy three islands that 
are similar in size to the United 

Kingdom or Japan. 

In July 1984, a Labour govern- 
ment was elected in the midst of a 
massive and rather undignified 
flight of capital. Although there 
were short-term economic problems 
facing the new government, the 
more serious difficulty to be over- 
come was a general malaise that had 
long afflicted the New Zealand 
economy. Since 1960, per capita 
GDP had been growing annually by 
only 1.4 per cent — by far the lowest 
of any OECD country. As a result, 
New Zealand's per capita GDP fel 
from seventh place in the OECD in 
1960. to 18th by 1984. Over the 
same period. New Zealand's infla- 
tion rate averaged 8.5 per cent, 
compared with an OECD average of 
6.3 per cent. 

Iv. the decade to 1984, New Zea- 
land had experienced virtually no 
economic growth, current account 
deficits had averaged 5.3 per cent of 
GDP, and inflation 13.5 per cent. 
External public debt had grown 
from 10.7 per cent of GDP in March 
1975 to 36.7 per cent of GDP in 
March 1984. Unemployment had

mance. But it was also clear that the 
terms of trade were unlikely to re- 
cover quickly, and the economy was 
not accommodating to that reality in 
any acceptable way. 

Increasing political frustration 
over persistent low growth, intracta- 
ble inflation, and an escalating debt 
burden was manifested in two main 
ways. Firstly, from 1979, the “‘con- 
servative” National Government of 
Sir Robert Muldoon embarked on ἃ 
series of “Think Big” public invest- 
ment projects. In total, investment 
in these projects amounted to $6.4 
billion (in 1983/4 dollars), or ap- 
proximately 18.4 per cent of the 
1983-84 GDP. Although large -- and 
creating substantial employment, 
especially during the construction 
phase — most of these projects were 
of dubious economic value. r 

Secondly, from 1982, there was 
increasing resort to direct govern- 
ment interventions in pursuing ob- 
jectives of lower inflation, improved 
export competitiveness and im- 

balance in the external ac- 
counts. The result was, by 1984, a 
comprehensive freeze on prices, 
wages, dividends, rents, interest 
rates (both deposit and lending 
rates), credit growth of most finan- 
cial institutions, and the exchange 
rate. This frecze was instituted in 
the face of a fiscal deficit which 
reached aimost 9 per cent of GDP in 
1983-84. By that year, government 
expenditure bad reached 41.5 per 
cent of GDP. up from around 27 per 
cent 20 years earlier. All this was 


very day. The result has been one of the most 
remarkable feats in contemporary economic histo- 
ry. Inflation went down from an annual rate of 600 
per cent in June 1985, to about 15 to 20 per cent in 
the first months of this year. The only comparable 
éxample which comes to mind is the stabilization 
plans in Central Europe in the 1920s, especially in 
Germany. 

Luck has been evident in the last three years on 
many occasions. Thus, three months after the stabi- 
lization plan was launched, the dollar began falling 
against European currencies. Since the shekel was 
at the time pegged to the dollar, the result was a 
devaluation of the shekel against the mark, the 
franc. the pound sterling. the yen and other curren- 
cies. 

Moreover, for a country like israel, with a net 
foreign debt of $19.2 billion -- 85 per cent denomi- 
nated in dollars -- the fall in the value of the 
American currency was a blessing. The real value 
of its liabilities was eroded by 20 to 30 per cent in a 
very short time. 

‘That was not the end of it. Tue Israeli public was 
at the time hooked on the dollar. Everything was 
pegged to it. The fact that in the first months the 
rate of exchange of the shekel against the dollar 
remained fixed meant that some prices remained 
stable, despite the devaluation of the shekel against 
European currencies. Housing prices are an exam- 
ple that comes to mind. For months the public kept 
“thinking in dollars” when it came to real estate: 
the outcome was that prices for flats lagged, serving

IN ADDITION, oil prices started plunging in the 
international markets. In 1985 and 1986 this cut the 
annual bill for imported fuel by some $600 million. 
The price fails were not limited to fuel, but extend- 
ed to commodities such as wheat, sugar and coffee. 

On top of this, interest rates fell dramatically in 
1985 and 1986, easing even more Israel's foreign 
debt-servicing burden.

reflect the true power relationships among Herut’s own sever- 
al Sosrig factions. That has not been possible in this week's 
voting. : 

The results of the first round have in large measure been 
determined by a series of mutual “boycotts” among the fac- 
tions, or “camps,” which allowed a number of personally 
popular candidates to receive a disproportionate number of 
votes. That is how David Levy, deputy premier and self-styled 
heir apparent to Premier Yitzhak Shamir, got relegated to 
sixth place, while Binyamin Netanyabu, Israel's former UN 
ambassador and a party novice, got to the very top of the list. 
Such skewing of the party paso order will need to be 
rectified if, for example, Mr. Levy’s constituency is not to be 
hopelessly alienated. . 

In the meantime, however, the smooth and personable Mr. 
Netanyahu is Herut’s prize new exhibit. Party spokesmen 
point to him as the best example of the fresh new faces of 
Herut which, in their view, better Labour. 

Whether Herut's policy of yielding not an inch is a viable 
option for anything but renewed war; will be the central issue 
in the national poll due four months from today. When so 
awesome an issue is up for decision by an informed electorate, 
the popularity of individual candidates cannot crucially affect 
the outcome. It should nevertheless redound to Herut’s elec- 
toral benefit that its viewpoint be represented by such as Mr. 
Netanyahu, who also happens to be a younger brother of 
Yoni, hero of the famed Entebbe rescue operation. 

Or for that matter by Dr. Binyamin Ze’ev Begin, the 
voluble geologist son of Herut’s historic chief. His vote in the 
central committee was second only to Netanyahu’s. 

But the Herut list of new faces is not all Netanyahus and-Begins. 
Most, in fact, belong to that ambitious group of Tehiya-leaning 
toughs, whose contempt for ordinary civilities has come close 
to embarrassing even their own older party patrons. The list is 
also conspicuous by the presence of only two women, and 
those two in not particularly high places among the first 35; 
and by the absence of even a single representative of the one- 
fifth of the citizenry that is not Jewish. 

But the new faces and the deficiencies will take second place 
in the campaign itself to the confrontations between the known 
Labour and Likud leaders and their opposing recipes for 
securing the country's future.

THE TRULY remarkable political 
resiliency of the American-Israeli 
relationship was vividly underscored 
this week during Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin's three-day visit to 
Washington. :
